Core Curriculum Courses in Contracting Now Available

Courses in government contracting are not casy, but arranging for them is a lot easier now that GSA has awarded Multiple Task Order
Contracts for new core curriculum courses for acquisition training and contracting.

These courses allow agencies to qualify their personnel for contracting in a manner that can be customized to their particular needs with
greater flexibility and less effort, time and money.
